was removed to the carriage in wait- 
ing and driven slowly to the wMfe 
house. 
She locked pale and woin, 


the natural result of the grave ordeal 
thi'ougli which s3ie recently

passed. 
Secretary Cortelyou stated 


that she was bearing up splendidly. 


CtoADUAL IMPROVEMENT. 


"She passed a comfortable ni^ht/' 


he said, "and is feeling better today. 
£he shows a gradual impioveraent," 


The president planned t" — ' 


memorial dny exercises at the Na- 
tional cemetery at Arlington today 
in 'the event that there is no change 
for the worse in Mrs, McKinley's 
condition. 


No demonstration marked any por- 


tion of the early morning run of the 
presidential train toward Washing- 
ton. 
A few people were gathered a't 


points along the way but there were 
none but silent greetings in a'ccord 
with the spirit that has prevailed 
among the crowds pas't whom the 
train has run since the start home- 
ward last Saturday m'oming. 


In this city several hundred people 


lined the sidewalks. 


A police cordon ,of a score or more 


men was early 'on the scene, and sta- 
tioned at intervals along both sides 
of the track reserved for the train. 


FEW OFFICIAI& THEHE. 


Owing to the early hour, perKaps, 


only a few 
•officials were present 


These included 
Second Assistant 


Postmaster General Shallenberger; 
Major Pruden, assistant secretary to 
the president; President MacFarland, 
of the bo&rd of district commission- 
ers; Colonel Bingham, stiperintendent 
of buildings and grounds. 


The train was run onto a track in 


the middle of Sixth street, just out- 
side of the Pennsylvania station, and 
thfe presidential 'carriage was drawn 
up alongside. 


Tha president's team of spirited 


horses shied at the noises about the 
depot and were almost unmanageable. 
President McKinley was on the plat- 
form as the train rolled in and bowed 
to a few who lifted their hats in silent 
salute. 
Some delay was caused by 


the nervousness of the horses. 
Mm 


McKinley was removed from the pri- 
vate car Olynvpia to the carriage on a 
chair borne by the president and Dr. 
H-hcey, assisted by several others. 
She was pale and showed her weak- 
ened condition. 
Several members of 


the cabinet stood alongside ready to 
lend a helping hand. 


LIFTED TO THE CARRIAGE. 
Mrs, McKinley was slowly lifted 


into 1ihe carriage and made comfort- 
able. 
Then to avoid the rough cob- 


blestones of that street the crowd was 
cleared from the smooth stone side- 
walk next to the depot, along which 
the carriage was slowly driven on the 
way to th« white house, 


The members ol the .cabinet and the 


others of the party entered their car- 
riages arid were driven h'ome* Secre- 
tary Cortelyou, who lias had the re- 
sponsibility of the entire trip and 
lias managed it so successfully, was 
early astir on the train and was ths 
last to leave it. 


It is probably that a meeting of the 


cabinet will be held tomorrow, Fri- 
day being a regular cabinet day. No 
meeting lias been arranged for today- 


The president's carriage, 'on arrival 


at the wftite house, stopped at the 
edge of the plasa, instead of being 
driven into the regular driveway. 
This was to avoid the steps at the 
drivew&y, interfering with the lifting 
of the chair. 
An usher stood at the 


horses heads as the president and Dr. 
Bixey, aided by attendants, carefully 
lifted Mrs* McKinky in a chair and 
carried her slowly into the white 
house and to her apartments. Break- 
fast was served there, and later the 
president spent a few minutes in the 
cabinet room looking over a few im- 
portant matters.

HOLIDAY 
PREVENTS 
STRIKE 


CHICAGO MACHINISTS WILL GO 


OUT TOMOEUOW. 


About 2,000 Union Men Will Quit 


Work to Enforce Demand for 


the Nine-Hour Bay, 


Chicago, May 30.—"If today were 


not a holiday the machmists's strike 
would be in full blast before the 
manufacturers had eaten their mcrn- 
ng meal/' said Business 
Agent 


Roderick, of district No. 8, of the In- 
ernational Association of Maclun- 
sts. 
It is regarded as agreed by the 


union men that they have a holiday 
preceding the strike, as all the wcik- 
inen can be so rounded up in the in- 
terval of one day that the tie up of 
ocal machinery plants will be made 
practically complete tomorrow morn- 
ng. 


According to the calculations of the 


union strike leader, Boderick, about 
2,000 machinists will be involved at 
the start in the general walkout. 
This is only half the number of un- 
on machinists in Chicago and vlcin- 
ty. It is claimed by Boderick and 
others of the union's executive board 
that the reason the other 2,000 will 
not be affected is because theii em- 
ployers have signed the union scale 
of wages already, or expressed their 
willingness to sign. 
Whether the 


strike of the machinists will involve 
otiher lines of labor at the plants 
where strikes go into force is deemed 
wofblematical. All along it has been 
the claim of the union machinists 
that a strike by them would resulb in 
the complete tie up of every foundry 
or workshop under the ban of their 
strike order. 
If these claims are 


made good the general strike now de- 
ilared will throw perhaps 25,000 or 
30,000 men out of employment in 
Chicago, as that is the total number 
estimated in the employment of the 
local manufacturers who have mem- 
bership in the National Metal Trades 
association*

were cared for by the veterans) in 
;hose places. 


OBSERVANCE GK&NERAL, 


The temperature could hardly hav? 


"been more propitious; it was ntot too 
warm for comfort* and early thi<, 
norndn-g it was evident that there 
would be a very general dbservancp 
of the day. Many business houses 
and manufacturing institutions did 
not open for business at all, giving 
their employes the entire day. Others 
closed at 10 o'clock, and still other** 
at noon, so that by that hour prac- 
tically the entire business district of 
the city joined in the observance in 
honor of the veterans* 


From dozens of flaigstaffs the star* 


and stripes waved in the breeze, and 
a few of the business houses decorat- 
ed in recognition of the day.

They died for a cause most holy and 
patriotic, and future historians will 
never be able to discuss the world's 
progress of liberty without men- 
tioning their glorious deeds. Their 
valor has not been excelled by that 
of any nation on earth—never has 
there been another nation except 
the little republics In South Africa, 
where people volunteered by thous- 
ands and hundreds of thousands to 
sacrifice home, family, fortune and 
life for the good of future genera- 
tions. 
No words can properly ex- 


press- the gratitude this nation 
owes td its heroes, and all of us 
have the right to hope that their 
eternal reward will more fully com- 
pensate them for their heroic deeds. 


Their deeds, however, should 


never be forgotten by the youth of

Washington, May 30.™Memorial 


iay was observed in Washingtouwith 
the usual ceremonies, The weather, 
which has been stormy for the past 
week, was delightful and the exer- 
cises at 
the 
different cemeteries 


where old soldiers are buried were 
argely attended. 
President McKinley had intended 


;o drive out to Arlington cemetery, 
but did not, owing to the call of the 
physicians on Mrs. McKinley just as 
he was about to start. 


The public monuments about the 


city, most of them statues of heroes 


the civil war, were handsomely 


draped with a combination of the 
national colors and mourning. 
The 


colors flew at half mast from the ex- 
ecutive buildings and 'from many 
private flag-staffs. The weather had 
'ather unexpectedly turned out per- 
rectly charming* 


The Gr. A/ R., through its local 


josts, ws in general charge of the 
ceremonieSj and while a conscientious 
distribution was made of the forces 
of this organization between the 
various 
cemeti ies, Arlington, 
as 


isual, was the point of central in- 
;erest 


Isaac W. Stonem, the department 


'ommander, was in charge here and 
the ceremonies were interesting and 
affecting. 
The venterans indulged 


n their usual short parade before 
taking the electric cars for Arling- 
ton. 


Arriving at Arlington the proces- 


sion formed at the principal gatewav, 
while the Fourth artillery fired the 
national salute. 


Though on a less elaborate scale, 
mpressive and beautiful exercises 
were conducted at other cemeteris in 
this neighborhood where soldiers are 
buried. 


IN CHICAGO. 


Chicago, May 30.—Business was 


suspended today in honor of the 
memory of those who fell in the civil 
war, 
Almost perfect weather favored 


the observance. 


Services were held in every ceme- 


;ery in Cook county and the graves 
of 5,000 heroes decorated with gar- 
lands of flowers prepared by the 
school children of the city, The fea- 
ture of the day was, the parade of 
1,500 veterans, the G. A. B. Memorial 
association of Cook county, state 
troops led by Governor Yates and 
staff, the Illinois naval militia, vari- 
ous civic organizations and thou- 
sands of private citizens, 


For the first time citizens of foreign 


birth generally observed the day by 
decorating the graves of natives of 
their respective countries who fought 
for their adopted home. 


At Kosehill cemetery a monument 


was unveiled to the old Board of 
Trade battery. 
The principal ad- 


dress was made by President Warren, 
of the Chicago board of trade. 
For 


the first time in years Chicago bowed 
to the will of the veterans of wars in 
respect to sports* The time-honored 
Chicago road race was forgotten. 


IN CLEVEI*AND. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 30.—<Memori- 


il day exercises in itihi& city were on 
,n elaborate scale. Following nearly 
i week of steady rain the day dawned 
with cloudless skies and bright sun- 
shine. 
The war veterans in large 


numbers proceeded to the various 
cemeteries early in the diy and dec- 
rated the graves of the dead.

this nation! ceases today.

stranger amonig us would naturally 
ask, why all tillsP We answer, the 
purpose of this day is to memori- 
alize the deeds <of valor and heroism 
that characterized the soldier life 
of the boys of '61 to '65. 
Hero 


worship is not peculiar to this na- 
tion. 
Everywhere 
among 
the 


human race the hero is recognizer!, 
and when a Caesar going* otic to 
conquer nation after nation would 
present himself again at the gates 
of Home, laden with the trophies 
and spoils of battle, all Borne would 
participate in a day oi triumpb to 
him, and the city would be given 
over to revehy such as chaiactei- 
iised that oige and that was peculiar 
to Borne. 


All nationst honior their ^reat 


sta tesnien, their great genera1 s 
•their nobility and1 their rulers, but 
here is a nation and this- is a day 
that while we honor a Xdn-colu, a 
Grant, a Sheridan, a Sherman and 
*many other great leaJtuers in the wai 
of '61 to '65, rwe also honor the 
"man behind the gun"—-the soldier 
of the rank and file. While we 
would say all hortor ankl respect to 
a r.ation who would thus- hon^r 
their heroes, wemust not torg-et that 
the American 
soldier everywheie 


has qualities peculiar alone to the 
soldiery of this nation, that de- 
mands of this nation and would de* 
^nand of any other toivilifced nation 
a just recognition. 


First 
He was a soldier with an 


ideal. There wasi nuo-re in the strug- 
gle than was displayed upon the 
battlefield, more in he struggle to 
him than mere victory, more than 
an animal hatred toward a foe that 
found vent aumdst the shot and 
shell and the awful carnage of the 
battlefield. He had in antcipation 
a great nation, and comprehended 
that forces were 
working that 


must ultimately destroy the unity 
of that nation and separate and 
nullify the union for which his 
foiefathera fought in the revolu- 
tionary war. Hence, when the im- 
mortal Lincoln said, "I want men," 
men were forthcoming from every 
walk of life, men that through all 
the long, tedious struggle, with its 
weary marches and awful battles, 
were able to retain their concep- 
tion and hope of an ideal govern- 
ment that should be perpetuated 
through their efforts. 


Second. 
His occupancy 
of the 


field told of sacrifices foi principles 
and purposes unparalleled in the 
world's history and rot inspired in 
the least by hope of position or ma- 
terial gain. The line of sacrifices 
that wound itself through every 
battlefield and along every march 
in the southland began to unravel 
in the northern horre, and while 
the father, husband or son held 
resolutely to the -end

service, the other end was tugging 
no less severely at the heart of the 
moth't^ wife or sister in the home 
land, 


Third. Another quality inherent 


in,the American soldier that de- 
iwlands recognition from his gov- 
ernment is that, after his soldier 
life is over, he is as truly a citizen 
in every line of life 
as 
before. 


England said that at the close of 
our war we -would have upon our 
hands a horde of soldiery that 
would swamp 
the 
nation 
and 


threaten its very existence, 
but 


aftei his woik was accomplished 
at the front and he had received 
from his government his discharge 
the soldier of the civil war threw 
off his uniform and donned 
his 


citizen's clothes, and immediately 
became the same earnest, trusted 
citizen as before. May these quali- 
ties never grow less in the lives of 
our soldiers and may this nation 
never honor her heroes less than 
now.

London, May 29.—-"The world at 


large stands to gain something by 
this momentous decision by which 
congress may devise foi the depend- 
encies a form of government outside 
the American constitution," says the 
Westminster -Gazette today, discuss- 
ing the United States supreme couit's 
jxidgjnent. 


"Without the decision," continues 


the Westminster Gazette, "the United 
States government would have been 
unable to adopt a more libeial tiade 
pjlicy outside of America than with- 
in without disarranging the whole of 
their continental fiscal system. 


"The relation of America to Europe 


and the world is profoundly modi- 
fied by the new departure. 
Colonies 


mean a navy, a navy means naval 
tbases and coaling stations, and naval 
bases aie insecure unless they are 
backed up by the possession of a 
hinterland, 


"This is the logic of imperialism 


and it may lead the Americans as 
far as it has led us. Moreover, by 
stepping outside their continent the 
'Americans undoubtedly weaken the 
force of the Monroe doctiine. 


"Theie is a certain reciprocity in 


the present arrangement that helps 
to reconcile Europeans to their ex- 
clusion from South America, but if 
the United States plunges into wider 
world politics equipped with a strong 
navy and an American canal, en- 
abling- it to concentrate 
on either 


ocean, she can hardly claim to com* 
pete on the piinciple which limits 
•liability while putting no limit on 
her expansion. 


"The entrance of the United States 


on the scene as a world power 
is 


already regarded as a highly dis- 
turbing factor toy the 
European 


chancellories. 


"The new departure anakes it more 


important than before for the British 
and Americans by all possible means 
to keep on good terms with each 
other and settle by friendly negotia- 
tion all outstanding differences."

FIBE WAS XIKBLED AT SCENE 


OF THE CKIME. 


Bartow, 
Fla., 
May 30,- Pred 


Rochelle, a negro 35 yeai-s of age, 
who -at noon Tuesday assaulted aud 
then murdeied HCrs. Keiia Taggai-t, a 
\7ell known and respectable white 
woman of this city, was buined at the 
stake hoie early last evening1, in the 
piesence of a throng of people. The 
burning was on the scene of the ne- 
gro's crime, within 100 yaids of the 
principal thoroughfare of this city. 


The assault and murder was one of 


the 
boldest 
and 
coldest-blooded 


ciimes ever committeetl in Florida. 
At 10 o'clock Tuesday morning Mrs, 
Taggart, who was bom and reaiei in 
this place and was of good family and 
reputation, went fishing aloue in a 
small lowboat that she kept at the 
city bridge over Piaco creek, Thi<; 
is in full view of the public thoiough- 
faie. A few minutes before noon, de- 
siring to return home, she rowed het 
boat to the bridge and made it fast. 
A negro was fishing from the bridge 
at the time. 
Mrs. Taggart stalled 


home and had proceeded only a few 
steps in the swamp toward the open 
prairie and thence to the street when 
she was approached by Kochelle, who 
had been hiding in, the swamp. He 
seized her and she "broke loose, and 
•screaming ran from the swamp into 
the prairie, where he overtook her. 


CUTS HIS VICTIM'S THROAT. 
While she was prostrate lie held he: 


with his hands and knees, and taking 
his knife from his pocket, cut her 
throat from ear to ear, causing1 in- 
stant death. He then walked to the 
negio who "had been fishing on the 
bridge and who was thoroughly 
frightened, and asked him what he 
should do with the -body. 
He was 


told to leave it where it was, but un- 
heedful of this advxcej he took the 
bleeding form in Ms 'Arms and car- 
ried it back to the swamp, threw it 
down and escaped into the interior of 
the swamp. 
f 


In a few minutes the crime had 


been reported, and in less than an 
hour practically the entire city was in 
arms and a well armed posse was 
moving in every direction in search 
of the criminal. 
Bloodhounds were 


secured and all night a fruitless 
search was continued. 
Yesterday 


morning no trace of f|ie negro had 
been secured and the people were be- 
coming more determined to appre- 
hend him o$*the chances for his final 
escape seemed to grow. 


TAKEN FBOM THE JAIL 


About noon a courier arrived an- 


nouncing that the negro had been 
raptured by two other negroes three 
miles south of the city. Posses were 
immediately on the trail, ^but the w>- 
turers evaded detection and succeeded 
In getting their prisoner quickly into 
the city and in turning him over to 
Hie sheriff of Polk county. In less 
than ten minutes after the transfer 
had been made the streets became 
congested with people and the crowd, 
augmented ay it marched, moved on 
the jail. In spite of the sheriff and 
a strong guard of extra deputies, who 
made eveiy effoit to protect him from 
mob violence, they secured the piis- 
oner and took up the march to the 
scene of the crime. 
He was half 


dragged, half earned, to the bridge, 
enveloped by a great throng of people 
of all ages, who were resolute and de- 
termined, but quiet 
and 
orderly. 


Screams broke from the wretch's 
quivering lips, followed by groans 
and prayers for mercy. At the bridge 
the mob turned toward the prairie 
and then into the swamp and to th? 
scene of the negio's crime. By com* 
mon consent buming was to be the 
penalty. 
There were no ropes, no 


plans for lynching by hanging. 


The stake was the only suggestion 


as to the proper expiation of the 
crime, and without organized effort 
and yet with apparantly unanimous 
understanding, a barrel was in readi- 
ness and piaded by the stake, 071 th* 
very spot where Tffrs, Taggart was 
murdered.

chains around his body had been 
made fast, cnus of kerosene oil from 
many sources weie passed to the 
front, and one of the lendeis stepped 
to the negro and slowly but deliber 
ately ponied it upon him and hi 
clothes until clothes find barrel weit 
well saturated* It was then 6 o'clock 
The crowd was growing and bushiest 
in the city had been practically sus- 
pended. 
When the match was np 


plied the blaze quickly leaped sky 
ward. 
The burning body could b 


seen only as a dark object in the cir 
cle of roaring flame. 
Then the fir- 


slackened and the writhing bod> 
came back in full view, but already 
the groans had ceased and the onl", 
evidence of life was ia the cantor 
tions of the muscles of the limbs 
For fifteen minutes the body burned 
and in a half hour fiom the minute o; 
the application of the match only tin 
charred bones were left. The crown 
dispersed as ouierly as it had gath- 
ered, and in a short time the city wa< 
quiet.

highest privilege and enjoyment of 
American citizenship.

can soil every true citizen may 
boast of the proud and honored dis* 
tinction of being a king. From the 
least to the greatest, every Amei^- 
can citizen is a king. 


To meet these conditions and 


privileges set forth and invested in 
the rights of American citizenship, 
wise and bountiful provisions have 
been made by our fathers in order 
that every citizen may rise to the 
full measure of his or her rights.

In them 
is the heroic spirit of the fathers 
nnd faith and trust in Almighty

No grander or higher type 


of the American, 
citizen can be 


found anywhere than is found in 
the men who went out upon the 
battlefields of our civil war, and 
among- the men who have within 
recent years been 
answering to 


their nation's calls.

THE DREADED £AC<K DBiAFT. 
In St. Nicholas there is an article 


on "The Perils of a Fireman's Life/* 
by Charles T. Hill, who has written 
several articles on the New York fire 
department: 
Mr. Hill says: 


ftext to a 
dangerous cellar fire 


nothing1 is more dreaded by the men 
than what is known in their own lan- 
guage as the "back draft.1' * T7iis is 
a sudden veering- of the flames, usu- 
ally caused by the burning away of 
some -portion of the building that 
gives the fire renewed draft and 
changes its course completely. 


The firemen arrive 
arid find the 


whole second or third floor of a build- 
ing in flames. Axes in hand, they 
smash open the doors, and with the 
hose dash up the stairway. 
This is 


all afire, and the flames are rolling 
above like a red pall. 
With the en- 


gine at work and good pressure on 
the line, the battle between the two 
elements, fire and water, begins. Inch 
by inch the U.H> tight thoi: way up 
the f-,tV."v\ny, HOW to rs">vfit as the 
fire gains upon them and now to ad- 
vance as it rolls away for a moment.

LARGEST WATCH 


The largest watch in the world has 


just been finished by a watch man- 
ufacturing company of Boston. The 
mammoth timepiece was built for a 
watch company in Manhattan, which 
will place it in the front of its Ful- 
ton streeet store for advertising pur- 
poses. 
Work has been iu progress 


Oor some time on the foundation, and 
it is expected that the watch will 
be in place and indicating tlie time 
of day in about a week. It is not 
in advertising- watch in tiie sense 
that such instruments usually are, 
but it is a timepiece of the highest, 
order. The works are equal to any 
that have 'ever been made, and the 
unusual size of them makes it possi- 
ble to employ adjustments and error- 
correcting devices that could not Ijc 
used in an ordinary watch. 
Beside 


h? usaal adjustments for -hieat unt" 
cold, «*tc., that are to ba found in all 
•^ood works, this watch con-tains afi- 
uistitt&r.U' i'or correcting astronomi- 
cal Y- .ialions and changes of cycles. 
In addition to fchi?i t;he case is plated 
Tlth 22-carat gold. 
When placed upon its seven-foot 


pedestal the top of the timepiece will 
1-)3 fifteen feet above the sidewalk. 
To the pedestal will be affixed several 
long rods that will extend through 
the sidewalk and will ba bolted to 
the cellar, foundation. 
The watcii 


lias no back, but is n double dial, 
so that tlie time ni'ay be distinguisa- 
Ad from both directions. 
At night 


i he interior will be illuminated with 
electric lights, so that the dials can 
je seen at 
a distance of several 


'blocks. The faces of the watch are 
more than four 
feet across. 
Tn& 


-vatch, including -the- stem and ring, 
is about six feet hig-h. 
The time- 


piece had to be made unusually thick 
in proportion to the diameter, as tne 
lights inside could not be brought 
into cloeie contact with the dials aiifl 
works. But its thickness of two feet 
will not appear to be so great, as It 
is surmounted by 'an immense stem 
hen inches in diaaueter* The crystals 
,.re three feet in diameter and will 
produce a telescopic effect to the dis- 
tant observer, so that the hands can 
be readily distinguished for blocfes, 
"•way. 


Several thousand dollars' worth of 


92-carat gold will be used in the 
case, and this will stand upon the 
side-walk night and day every day 
in the year. 
As the whole affair 


weighs two and 'a half tons it is not 
feared that any one will carry it 
iway surreptitiously. It lias taken 
nearly a year to build the watch, 
and by the Mine it 
is placed the 


whole thing- will have cost about 
$5,000.—Brooklyn Eagle.

The president planned tn -••' 


memorial day exerrises at the Na- 
tional cemetery at Arlington today 
in the event that there is no change 
for the worse in Mrs. McKinley's 
condition. 


No demonstration marked any por- 


tion of the early morning run of the 
presidential train toward Washing- 
ton. 
A few people were gathered a't 


points along the way hut there -were 
none but silent greetings in a'ccord 
with the spirit that has prevailed 
among the crowds past whom the 
train has run since the start home- 
ward last Saturday morning'. 


In this city several hundred people 


lined the sidewalks. 


A police cordon .of a score or more 


men was early'oh the scene, and sta- 
tioned at intervals along both sides 
of the track reserved for the train. 


FEW OFFICIALS THERE. 


Owing to the early hour, perliaps, 


only a few officials were present. 
These 
included 
Second Assistant 


Postmaster General Shnllenbcrger; 
Major Pruden, assistant secretary to 
the president; President MacFarUuul, 
of the board of district commission- 
ers; Colonel Bingham, superintendent 
of buildings and grounds. 


The train was run onto a track in 


the middle of Sixth street, just out- 
side of the Pennsylvania station, and 
the presidential 'carriage was drawn 
up alongside. 


Tho president's team of spirited 


horses shied at the noises about the 
depot and were almost unmanageable. 
President McKinley was oil the plat- 
form as the train rolled in and bowed 
to a few who lifted their hats in silent 
saUtte. 
Some delay was caused by 


the nervousness of the horses. 
Iffrs. 


McKinley was removed from the pri- 
vate car Olynvpiato the carriage on a 
chair borne by the president and Dr. 
Bixey, assisted by several others. 
She was pile and showed her weak- 
ened condition. Several members of 
the cabinet stood alongside ready to 
lend a helping hind. 


LIFTED TO THE CARRIAGE. 
Mrs. McKinley was slowly lifted 


into the carriage and made comfort- 
able.

walk next to the depot, along which 
the carriage was slowly driven on the 
way to the white house.

The president's carriage, on arrival 


at the white house, stopped at the 
edge of the plaza, instead of being 
driven into the regular driveway.

An usher stood at the 


horses heads as the president and Dr. 
Bixey, aided by attendants, carefully 
lifted Mrs. McKinley in a chair and 
carried her slowly into the white 
house and to her apartments. Break- 
fast was served there, and later the 
president spent a few minutes in the 
cabinet room looking over a few im- 
portant matters. 


MBS. M'KINLEY'S CONDITION. 
Dr. Bixey remained for over an 


hour. 
As he left the white house 


he stattd that Mrs. McKinley was 
doing very well. 
"Mrs. MoKinley 


is now resting very comfortably,'' 
said the doctor. 
"She is better today 


than when, she left San Francisco. 
She is, of course, still very weak, but 
she Is iu no immediate danger.

About 0,000 Union Men Will Quit 


Work to Enforce Demand for 


the Nine-Hour Day. 


Chicago, May 30.—'-If today were 


not a holiday the machinists's strike 
would be in i'ull blast before the 
manufacturers had eaten their morn- 
ing meal," said Business 
Agent 


Roderick, of district No. 8, of the In- 
ternational Association of Machin- 
ists. 
It is regarded as agreed by the 


union men that they have a holiday 
preceding- the strike, as all the work- 
men can he so rounded up in the in- 
terval of one day that the tie up of 
local machinery plants will be made 
practically complete tomorrow morn- 
ing. 


According to the calculations of the 


union strike leader, Roderick, about 
2,000 machinists will be involved at 
the start in the general walkout. 
This is only half the number of un- 
ion machinists in Chicago and vicin- 
ity. It is claimed by Boderick and 
others of the union's executive board 
that the reason the other H,000 will 
not be affected is because theii em- 
ployers have signed the unicn scale 
of wages already, or expressed thuir 
willingness to sign. 
Whether the 


strike of the machinists will involve 
other lines of labor at the plants 
where strikes go into force is deemed 
problematical. All along it has been 
tlie claim of the union machinists 
that a strike by them would result in 
the complete tie up of every foundry 
or workshop under the ban of their 
strike order. 
If these claims are 


made good the general strike now de- 
clared will throw perhaps 25,000 or 
30,000 men out of employment in 
Chicago, as that is the total number 
estimated in the employment of the 
local manufacturers who have mem- 
bership iu the National Metal Trades 
association.

national colors and mourning. 
The 


colors flew at half mast from tlie ex- 
ecutive buildings 
and 'from many 


private flagstaft's. The weather had 
rather unexpectedly turnad out per- 
fectly charming. 


The 0. A. B., through its local 


posts, ws in general charge of the 
ceremonies, and while a conscientious 
distribution was made of the forces 
of this organization between the 
•art ons 
cemeti-ies, Arlington, 
as 


usual, was the point of central in- 
terest. 


Isaac W. Stonein, the department 


commander, v/as in charge here and 
:he ceremonies were interesting anrl 
affecting-. 
The venterans indulged 


in their usual short parade before 
taking the electric cars for Arling- 
ton. 


Arriving at Arlington the proces- 
ion formed at the principal gateway, 
while the Fourth artillery fired the 
n-Uionnl salute. 


Though on a less elaborate scale,

Captured by two other negroes three 
miles south of the city. Posses wpre 
immediately ou the trail.'-'but Lhe '.-aii- 
tnrers evaded detection and succeed?'1 


in getting their prisoner quickly Into 
the city and in turning him over to 
the sheriff of Polk county. In less 
than ten minutes aftur the transfer 
had been made the streets became 
congested with people and the crowd. 
augmented as it marched, moved on 
the jail. In spite of the sheriff and 
a strong guard of extra deputies, who 
made every effort Lo protect him from 
mob violence, they secured tho pris- 
oner and took u[> the inarch to the 
scene of the crime. 
He wns half 


dragged, half carried, to the bridge, 
enveloped by a great throng of people 
of all ages, who were resolute and de- 
termined, but quiet and 
orderly. 


Screams broke from 
the 
wrc. tab's 


quivering lips, -followed by groans 
nnd prayers for mercy. At the bridge 
the mob turned toward the prairie 
nnd then into the swamp and to Uin 
scene of the negro's crim^. By com- 
mon consent burning was to be the 
penalty. 
There were no ropes, no 


plans for lynching by hanging.

crime, and without organized effort 
and yet with apparantly unanimous 
understanding, a barrel v/as in rendi- 
ness and placed by the stake, nn th^ 
veiy spot, where Mrs. Tag^art wns;

CONSUMED BY FLAMES. 


On this; the negro was placed an:1. 


chained to the stake. 
He pleaded 


for mercy, but In the great crowd 
around him silence was tiie only re- 
sponse. 
There were no jeers, uu 


swearing, no disorder. 
Before the 


chains ai-ouud his body had been 
made fast, cans of kerosene oil from 
many sources were passed to -the 
front, and one of the leaders stepped 
to the negro and slowly but deliber 
ately poured it upon him and hi; 
clothes vintil clothes nnd barrel werf 
well saturated. It was then 6 o'clock. 
The crowd was growing- and business 
in the city had been practically sus- 
pended. 
When the match was ap- 


plied the blaze quickly leaped sky 
ward. 
The burning- body could b 


seen only ;is a dark object in the cir- 
cle of roaring flame. Then the fir. 
slackened and the writhing both 
came back in .full view, but already 
the groans had ceased and the only 
evidence of Jil'e was in the conlor 
tions of the muscles of the limbs 
For fifteen minutes the body burned, 
and in n half hour from the minute o: 
the application of the match only tin 
charred bones were left. The crow-
